1.  tuberculosis 

There  are  no  hospitals  for  the  reception  of  tuberculous 
patients  in  this  district.  Advanced  cases  are  usually 
treated  at  Hawley  Sanatorium,  Barnstaple.  Convalescent 
patients  from  this  district  are  sometimes  sent  to 
Hawkmoor  Sanatorium. 


2.  ISOLATION  OP  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Any  cases  of  infectious  diseases  which  cannot  be  isolated 
or  properly  cared  for  at  home,  arc  conveyed  to  the 
Kingsley  Hospital,  which  comprises  30  beds,  4 cots  and  d 
observation  cubicles.  During  1958  1 case  was  admitted  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital  from  the  Bideford  Rural  District. 


3.  POLIOMYELITIS  vaccination 

Many  children  in  the  district  have  received  injections 
against  Poliomyelitis.  This  has  been  carried  out  by  the 
School  Medical  Officers  and  the  family  doctors.  The 
age  limit  has  been  extended  to  include  the  15-25  age 

group. 

4.  GENERAL 

The  Bideford  and  District  Hospital  serves  the  district 
extremely  well  for  General  Medical  and  Surgical  treatment. 
The  hospital  contains  about  51  beds.  Hospital  facilities 
are  also  available  at  the  North  Devon  Infirmary, 
Barnstaple,  and  the  Royal  Devon  and  Exeter  Hospital, 
Exeter. 

5.  MATERNITY  CASES 

Maternity  cases  may  oe  admitted  to  the  North  Devon 
Infirmary,  Barnstarlc  and  also,  by  arrangement  with  the 
Devon  County  Council,  to  the  Grenville  Nursing  Home, 
Bideford. 


6.  DISTRICT  NURSING 

There  are  six  District  Nurses,  all  qualified  midwives, 
working  in  the  district. 

7.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  undertaken  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  7 Dix's  Field, 
Exeter  the  Director  is  Dr. Moore.  Chemical _ analyses 
are  carried  out  by  Public  Analysts  Messrs. Tickle  & 
Reynolds,  of  Queen  Street,  Exeter. 

8.  DISINFECTION  OF  INFECTED  BEDDING  AND  CLOTHING 

Bv  arrangement  with  the  Bideford  and  District  Joint 
Isolation  Hospital  Board,  any  infected  bedding  and 
clothing  can  be  disinfected  in  the  steam  disinfecting 
apparatus  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 


3. 
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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 


There  is  a St.  John  Ambulance  stationed  at  Bideford, 
which  serves  the  rural  district.  There  is  also  a 
separate  ambulance  stationed  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
which  is  used  for  the  conveyance  of  patients  suffering 
from  any  of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 

10.  ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS 

An  ante-natal  clinic  is  held  at  Bideford. 

11.  CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS 

There  are  Child  Welfare  Clinics  held  at  Hartland  and 
Bideford. 

12.  VENEREAL  DISEASE 

A Clinic  for  venereal  disease  is  held  at  the  North 
Devon  Infirmary  twice  weekly. 

13.  ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINIC 

A clinic  is  held  twice  a month  at  Barnstaple  and 
Bideford  Hospital. 

14.  BIRTH  CONTROL  CLINIC 

A Clinic  is  held  once  a month  at  the  North  Devon 
Dispensary,  Barnstaple.

No  cases  have  come  to  light  during  the  year  which  required 
urgent  re— housing  which  would  necessitate  the  Council  building  . - 
new  houses  to  accommodate  thoses  cases. 

Undoubtedly  the  high  rate  of  interest  still  payable  on  loans 
from  the  Public  Works  Loan  Board,  together  with  the  fact  that 
housing  subsidies  are  now  removed,  has  played  a part  in  preventing 
the  erection  of  new  Council  Houses  since  the  rent  of  those 
properties  would,  unless  heavily  subsidized  from  the  local  rate, 
be  beyond  the  means  of  the  persons  for  whom  they  were  intended. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Council  still  own  a number  of 
sites  eminently  suitable  for  Council  House  development,  as  and 
when  the  need  arises,  and  the  monetary  position  allows,  when  these 
new  houses  would  afford  an  incentive  to  young  couples  getting 
married  to  remain  in  the  Villages  rather  than  look  to  the  nearby 
towns  for  accommodation  and  employment. 

Private  enterprise  continues  to  play  its  part  in  the  erection 
of  new  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  District  and,  as. will  be 
seen  from  details  given  at  the  end  of  the  Report,  considerable 
development  and  improvement  of  property  are  continually  being 
carried  out  as  shown  by  the  number  of  plans  approved. under  the 
Building  Byelaws,  which  refer  generally  to  the  erection  of  new 
houses  or  improvements  to  existing  houses. 

HOUSING  ACTS,  1949/57. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Council  felt  obliged  to  restrict 
the  number  of  improvement  grants  made  on  properties  in  the  District, 
due  again  to  the  high  cost  of  loans,  and  only  one  improvement 
grant  was  given  in  the  sum  of  £400. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  this  embargo  on  grants 
was  removed  and  a number  of  applications  for  grants  were  submitted 
and  approved,  which  will  be  shcrwn  to  have  considerably  increased 
the  grants  awarded  for  the  year  1959*. 

The  improvement  of  existing  dwelling  houses  is  of  paramount 
importance  since  in  this  way  older  houses  will  be  fitted  up  with 
modern  amenities  and  given  a new  lease  of  life,  whereas  without 
the  improvement  grants  a number  of  these  properties  would 
deteriorate  to  the  point  where  closure  or  demolition  would 
become  necessary. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1957. 

Three  houses  were  closed  during  the  year  since  they  were  found 
to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  two  of  these  were 
subsequently  demolished.  In  one  case  the  Tenant  was  re-housed 
in  a Council  House  and  the  other  two  houses  were  closed  when  they 
were  vacated  by  Tenants  who  had  lived  in  them  for  some  years. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  North  Devon  Water  Board,  the  Statutory  Water  Undertakers 
for  the  District,  have  during  the  year  laid  a main,  just  over  six 
miles  in  length,  from  Parkham  to  Bucks  Cross  and  the  service 
reservoir  at  Higher  Clovelly  with  a Branch  off  same  to  Woolsery  at 
a cost  of  £27,000. 

This  is  an  important  main  since  it  serves  not  only  Woolsery, 
Bucks  Cross  and  intervening  properties,  hut  it  ensures  a plentiful 
supply  of  water  for  Clovelly,  Hartland  and  Stoke,  which  areas 
were  served  up  to  that  time  from  local  sources,  which  have  proved 
insufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the  population. 

The  more  densely  populated  parts  of  the  undermentioned 
Parishes  now  have  a mains  water  supply,  the  majority  of  which  is 
obtained  from  sources  in  other  parts  of  the  County; - 

Abbotsham,  Buckland  Brewer,  Clovelly,  Hartland,  Landcross, 
Littleham,  Monkleigh,  Newton  St.  Petrock,  Parkham,  Woolsery. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Parishes  of  Alwington,  Bulkworthy, 
East  Putford  and  Wei  combe  were  without  a mains  water  supply,  but 
it  seems  reasonable  to  assume  that  before  another  two  years  have 
elapsed  the  only  Parish  without  a mains  supply  will  be  Wei combe. 

There  are  still  large  areas  of  the  District  outside  the 
Villages  and  Hamlets  which  are  without  a mains  supply  and  it  would 
seem  unlikely  that  they  can  all  be  covered,  due  to  their  distance 
from  existing  or  proposed  mains  and  the  consequent  expenditure 
which  would  be  involved  in  a mains  supply. 

The  farm,  water  supply  scheme,  whereby  grants  are  given  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agri culture , Fisheries  and  Food,  in  approved 
cases,  to  take  water  supplies  to  farms  is  doing  a lot  to  help 
in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  District  by  the  provision  of  pure 
supplies  where  these  are  found  to  exist.  Undoubtedly  there  will 
remain  the  hard  core  of  places  where  neither  a mains  supply  nor  a 
fam  water  supply  scheme  is  likely  to  become  available  and  in 
these  cases  the  occupants  will  continue  to  rely  on  the  shallow 
wells  which  give  an  adequate,  but  not  always  a pure  supply  for  the 
majority  of  the  year,  but  fail  when  the  supply  is  most  needed, 
namely  in  the  summer. 

Only  six  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year,  all 
from  private  water  supplies,  and  which  were  found  to  be  polluted 
to  a greater  or  lesser  extent. 

In  some  cases  it  is  possible  to  give  advice  to  reduce  the 
incidence  of  pollution  to  a supply  by  protective  measures  and  this 
is  done  wherever  possible. 

SEWERAGE. 

Satisfactory  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  are  in 
existence  in  the  following  areas: - 

Buckland  Brewer  Village,  Lower  Clovelly,  Horns  Cross, 

Monkleigh,  Parkham  and  Saltrens. 

The  Villages  of  Abbotsham,  Hartland  and  Woolsery  have  a 
system  of  sewers  and  some  form  of  disposal  works,  but  they  are 
not  satisfactory,  and  at  Abbotsham  and  Hartland  an  entirely  new 
scheme  is  necessary,  whereas  at  Woolsery  a new  system  of  sev/ers 
are  required. 
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During  the  year  work  has  proceeded  on  the  Higher  Clovelly 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  approved  the  Council 1 s . propo sals  for  sewerage 
schemes  at  Hartland  and  Stoke  at  a cost  of  approximately  £51,000. 

Surveys  have  been  made  for  a new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
scheme  to  serve  Littleham  since  this  Village  has  recently  been 
supplied  with  main  water.  Other  areas  in  the  District  which 
require  new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes  are  detailed 
hereunder  and  no  doubt  the  Council  will  proceed  with  same  when  a 
main  water  supply  has  been  taken  to  the  area  concerned,  which  will 
ensure  that  a grant  towards  the  cost  of  the  proposals  will  be 
given  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  under  the 
Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Acts,  1944/55?- 

Bucks  Mills  and  Bucks  Cross,  and  the  Hamlets  of  Ford  and 
Fairy  Cross  in  the  Parish  of  Alwington.

Only  the  centres  of  population  and  properties  on  tie  road, 
between  these  Hamlets  and  Villages  at  present  receive  the  service 
of  refuse  collection,  and  enquiries  are  being  constantly  received 
for  the  service  to  be  extended  elsewhere,  and  for  the  frequency 
of  collection  to  be  improved. 

The  arrangement  whereby  litter  bins  are  placed  along  the 
main  roads  of  the  District  during  the  summer  months  for  the 
deposit  of  litter  by  tourists  and  other  visitors  has  proved. to. 
be  well  worth  the  small  expense  involved, and  undoubtedly  this  is 
a service  which  could  be  usefully  extended  to  other  roads  to 
cover  greater  areas. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS 


FOOD  PREMISES. 

A number  of  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  of  premises 
which  sell  food  and  ice-cream  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to 
report  any  contraventions  of  the  regulations  to  the  Council  for 
action  nor  to  consider  prosecutions. 


During  the  year  two  additional  ice-cream  dealers  licences 
were  issued  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice-cream. only  and  there 
remains  but  one  producer  retailer  of  ice-cream  in  the  District. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS  1949/54. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Council  were  informed  that  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  intended  to  declare  the . District, 
in  common  with  other  parts  of  Devon  and  elsewhere,  as  one  in  wnich, 
after  the  1st. October,  1958  only  designated  milk  could  be  sol 
and  the  Council  offered  no  observations . on  this  proposal,  assuming 
that  the  necessary  liason  had  been  carried  out  between  the  milk 
producers  and  the  general  public. 
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Soon  after  the  appointed  day,  however,  it  was  found  that 
although  this  is  an  agricultural  area  there  were  occasions  when 
some  householders  could  not  obtain  any  of  the  designated  milk 
and  nearby  farms  jvere  forbidden  to  sell  them  the  undesignated  milk. 

It  appeared  that  there  was  insufficient  discussion  between  the 
Ministry  and  milk  producers  and  retailers  to  ensure  that  there  would 
be  no  difficulties. 

Eventually,  however,  the  difficulties  were  cleared  up  and  a 
number  of  licences  were  issued, as  detailed  hereunder,  whereby 
dealters  in  the  various  parts  of  the  Rural  District  could  sell 
pasteurized  and  T.T.  milk  obtained  from  the  nearby  Dairies,  and  this 
arrangement  still  exists  over  a large  part  of  the  District, 

Fifteen  Dealers  Licences  were  issued  when  the  new  Order  came 
into  force  and  these  were  8 Pasteurized  Dealers  Licences,  6 T.T.
